Ivir.  Chairman,  Iviy  Lord,  Indies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957,  and  to  report  that, 
with  the  exception  of  a  relatively  high  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis, 
the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  remained  satisfactory. 

During  the  year,  the  standardised  live  birth  rate  rose 
from  15*3  in  1956  to  17.8  in  1957,  nnd  the  standardised  death  rate 
of  10.1  remained  practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

•  .  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  higher  during  1957  than 
in  the  previous  year,  and  at  30*4  per  1,000  live  births  was  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  A'ales  as  a  whole. 

With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases, 
there  v^as  a  considerable  drop'  in  the  total  nimiber  notified  during 
1957,  this  being  chiefly  due  to  the  relatively  f.ev/  .cases  of  measles 
notified.  Scarlet  fever,  on  the  other  hand,  did  show  a  rise  in 
incidence,  but  the  cases  were  very  mild,  and  only  foiu*  cases  of  the 
32  notified  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  relatively 
high  incidence  of  dysentery "(14  cases)  y/ere  ’all  amongst  inmates  of 
one  of  the  mental  hospitals  in,  the  iiistrict. 

The  marked  rise  in  the  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis  caused 
considerable  concern,,  and  of  the  29  cases  v.hich  were  notified.,  foxu:* 
unfortunately  died.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  energetic  steps  taken 
by  the  Devon  County  Council  in  their  vaccination  programme  against 
Poliomyelitis  will  help  to  reduce  this  incidence  in  future. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Council's  programme 
of  Slum  Clearance,  and  during  the  year  38  houses  were  represented  to 
the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  himan  habitation  and  not  capable  of 
being  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense. ,  I.  v/oy.ld  refer  Council  members 
to  the  Appendix  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report,  which  deals 
with  this  subject. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Engineer,  for  their  reports,  and  to  thank  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance 
given  to  me  at  all  times. 

Finally,  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  and  support  which  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  have  given  to  me  during 
the  year.

During  the  year  1957,  29  confirmed  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  the  district.”  The  virus  responsible  for  all  these  cases  was  Type  1, 
and  in  practically  each  and  every  case  the  virus  was  isolated  from  the 
stools. 


The  disease  became  manifest  very  eaply  in  the  season,  and  by  the 
end  of  May  four  cs.ses  had  already  occurred.

11.  TUBERCULOSIS 

During  1957,  35  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  (21  males 
and  lif-  females).  The-  majority  (30)  of  these  cases  were  clinically 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  the  remainder  (5  tuberculosis  of  other 
parts  of  the  body.  There  v/ere  in  addition  5  cases  who  moved  into  the 
district  after  the  diagnosis  had  been  made  elsewhere,  making  a  total 
of  4-0  cases  in  all. 

On  receipt  of  a  notification  of  Tuberculosis  the  housing  conditions, 
milk  supply,  etc.  are  investigated  in  collaberation  with  the  Chest 
Physician  and  where  necessary  the  appropriate  recommendations  are  made 
to  the  Housing  Committee.

4.U  exception  of  Messrs.  Eastmans,  who  are  slaughtering 

ttoughout  the  week  and  occasionally  even  on  Saturdays,  the  mjority 
01  the  sla.ughtering  is  concentrated  oh  the  first  four  days  of  the  week 
i.e.  Sunday  to  V/ednesda.y  inclusive.  ^ 

With  the  happy  co-operation  of  the  butchers,  all  meat  slaughtered 
on  a  Sunday^is  retained  for  our  inspection  up  to  a  reasonable  time  on 
Mo^y  morning;  thus  no  overtime  is  involved  as  regards  Sunday  work, 
but  at  IS  alv/ays  necessary  to  work  late  on  Monday  evenings,  chiefly 
due  to  the  fact  that  two  butchers  from  Budleigh  Salterton  also  kill  on 
that  day.  In  addition,  it  is  always  necessary  for  tvyo  and  sometimes 
three  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  work  on  Bank  Holiday  v/eekends. 

previous ^ years,  one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  is  carried 
ou  oughout  the  district.  As  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  tables  hereunder, 
he  number  of  cattle  and  calves  slaughtered  during  the  year  is  slightly 
below  that  for  the  previous  year,  but  there  has  been  a  fair  increase 
in  tte  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs,  and  a  very  considerable  increase 
in  pig  killing, ,  minly  at  Messrs.  Eastmans. 

4-u  vie\/  of  the  present  tendency  of  Messrs.  Eastmans  to  increase 

the  amount  of  kill,  especially  of  pigs,  this  v/ill  mean  that  more  time 
v/ill  be  spent  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  at  the" abattoir.  At 
present,  one  haxf  of  an  Inspector's  salary  and  the  travelling  expenses 
incurred  to  and  from  Exeter  (office)  and  the  abattoir  at  Marks  Cross, 
hongdovm,  are  re-imbursed  by  Messrs.  Eastmans. 


For  the  e:riightenment  of  those  who  do  not  appreciate  what  meat 
inspection  entails,  I  might  say  that  besides  the  responsibility  involved 
in  seei^  that,^meat  is  fit  for  human  consumption,  considerable  physical 
enerp  is  ei^endcd,  especmlly  in  holding  up  the  bullock's  head  with 
one  hap  whipt  glaps  are  incised  with  a  knife  held  in  the  other  hand, 
and  after  a  large  kill  the  inspector  has  tired  himself  considerably.

The  total  weight  of  Meat,  Heads  and  Offal  condemned  during  the  year 
was  37  tons,  2  cwts.  3  qr.  5  Ih*  AH  meat  condemned  is  disposed  of  to 
registered  soap  maniafacturers. 

10  beef  carcases  v/ere  found  to  be  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis, 
and  38  beef  carcases  with  degenera,ted  Cysticercus  Bovis. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  variety  of  disea.ses  and  conditions  v/hich 
caused  condemnation  of  whole  carcases,  and  this  emphasizes  the  need  for 
an  efficient  meat  inspection  service.  There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the 
percentage  of  animals  found  to  be  affected  \'>dth  Tuberculosis, 

A  large  number  of  livers  and  parts  had  to  be  condemned  due  to  cirrhotic 
conditions  attributed  to  infestation  by  the  liver  fluke,  and  as  this 
represents  a  considerable  -loss  of  valuable  food  apart  from  the  monetary 
value,  it  is  suggested  that  measures  to  eradicate  the  liver  fluke  should 
continue  unabated,

10.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL.  .  ..... 

(a)  Collection 

A  comprehensive  systei.i  of  refuse  collection  continues  to  be  carried 
out,  in  the  main  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  more  scattered 
hamlets  and  individual  houses,  which  by  agreement  Vvdth  the  occupiers  are 
collected,  at  less  frequent  intervals,  i.e.  f ortnig.htly,  monthly,  and  in 
a  few  cases,  quarterly. 

The  system  has  been  maintained  at  a  reasonably  good  level,  despite  the 
fact  that  two  of  the  vehicles  are  11  years  old,  and  another  one  abo\it  7 
years  old.  The  total  vehicles  in  use  are  as  follows; - 

Two  10  cu.  yard  C.K. 3  Harriers  (petrol  engines). 

One  10  cu.  yard  Dennis  (petrol  engine). 

One  10  cu.  yard  Harrier  (Diesel  engine) . 

One  open  tipping  lorry  (Harrier). 

I 

"'‘Then  the  comprehensive  system  of  collection  vms  commenced,  it  vms 
understood  (especially  in  the  really  rural  parts).,  that  only  tins,  bottles 
and  other  indestructable  household  refuse  would  be  colle.cted.  Now,  however, 
anything  and  everything  is  put  into  the.  dustbins,  v/hether  or  not  it  coiiLd 
have  been  burnt  or  otherv/ise  dealt  with.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that 
the  amount  of  refuse  collected  is  considerably  more  than  that  at  first 
envisaged.  In  addition,  the  extent  of  the  rounds  is  continually  increasing 
according  to  the  number  of  houses  being  built  each  year,  and  as  reported 
last  year,  has  risen  by  some  2,500  houses  since  the  scheme  started  in  1947. 

The  rounds  themselves  are  more  or  less  those  laid  dovm  more  than  10 
years  ago,  and  whilst  it  vrould  be  desirable  at  this  stage  to  completely 
re-plan  them,  this  would  be  extremely  complicated  and  would  cause  a  great 
deal  of  confusion  throughout  the  district,  as  the  days  of  many  collections 
v/ould  have  to  be  altered.  It  is  therefore  felt  tliat  it  is  simpler  to  add  to 
the  existing  rounds  than  to  completely  re-organize  the  whole. 

The  nuniber  of  complaints  in  relation  to  the  number  of  collections 
made  is  relatively  small,  and  mostly  arise  from  the  fact  that  where  a 
Bank  Holiday  occurs,  that  particular  round  is  not  covered  until  the 
following  week.  Unfortunately,  with  the  present  staff  and  the  number  of 
vehicles,  it  is  totally  Lmpossible  to  push  the  v/ork  ahead  on  the  previous 
week  in  order  that  the  places  concerned  do  not  miss  their  collectionc 
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(b)  Diaposal*  ,  ..  - 

The  disposal  of  household 'refuse  has  been  continued  by  the  method  of 
controlled  tipping  -  filling  in  old  quarries,  sandpits,  and  other  low, 
marshy  land,  principally  oh  farm  lands.  Ve  are  fortunate  in  that  having 
carried  out  many  good  jobs  on  farm  land  in  the  past,  this  has  become 
fairly  ■f/ell  kno’/m  throughout  the’  district,  and  there  are  no  lack  of  offers 
of  sites  except  in  a  fe\7  parts  of  the  area. 

Covering  material  for  the  refuse  tips  is  obtained  in  the  following 
manner:-  "  .  /  . . 

1.  Rough  gravel  etc.  from  Wo  local  quarries,  i.e.  Blackhill  and 
Rockbeare.  The  cost  of  this  material  for  the  year  v/as  -S328. 

2.  Soil,  deads,  rubble  etc.  from  Housing  Sites  (Council  and  private 
enterprises.  County  Road  road-Vvddening  schemes). 

3.  Soil,  etc.  from  private  enterprises,  where  excavations  may  be 
taking  place. 

The  co-operation  of  .ma.ny  builders  and  contractors,  and  of  the  County 
Surveyor  (Higbways  Department),  is  gratefully  acknov/ledged,  as  indeed 
without  their  help  the  cost  of  such  materials  v/ould  be  considerably 
increased. 

The  follov/ing  are  details  of  refuse  tips  in  use:- 
A.ylesbeare  -  Livermores  Farm. 

No  tipping  was  carried  out  d-uring  the  year  on  this  site.  If  requested, 
\re  shall  probably  re-commence  next  vm.nter. 

Aylesbeare  -  Cobharns  Farm. 

¥e  are  only  able  to  usQ  this  site  during  the  winter  months,  ov.dng  to 
its  close  proximdty  to  houses,  but  it  will  be  completed  during  the 
winter  of  1958^1959, 

Broadclyst  -  Ashclyst  Farm. 

As  reported  previously,  this  tip  was  p)ractically  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year, 

Chris tow. 

We  shall  continue  to  use  this  tip  for  many  years  to  come. 

Clyst  St.  George  -  Kenniford  Fairm. 

Owdng  to  incleicent  vreather  conditions  towards  the  end  of  the  sunmer 
of  1957,  the  expectation  of  completing  this  tip  last  year  \vas  not 
fulfilled,  but  very  little  area  is  now  left  to  be  filled  in. 

Exminster  -  Trood  House  area. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  tip  vdll  be  completed  soon  after  the  end 
of  next  year, 

Starcross. 

This  is  only  used  as  a  winter  tip,  ov/ing  to  the  fact  that  serious 
fly  infestation  occurs  if  we  tip  during  the  summer  months.  This  tip 
should  continue  in  use  for  occasional  tipping  for  a  number  of  years  to 
come. 


'Woodbury^  -  Coombe  Farm. 

This  tip  is  still  very  useful  for  this  area,  and  should  last  for  at 
least  another  Wo  years. 

Woodbury  Salterton  -  Fostlake  Farm. 

This  tip  (near  the  main  road  from  Clyst  St.  George  to  T/7oodbury)  vdll 
be  completed  early  in  1958. 
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Y/oodburv  Salterton  -  Pid^reons  Fam« 

This -site  is  a  large  one,  and  is  only  available  for  use  during  the  sumer 
months,  and  then  only  on  certain  days  of  the  week.  It  v/ill  therefore  take 
soine  considerable  tine  to  complete. 


11.  SALVAGE. 

In  July,  1957,  the  Council  v/ere  asked  if  they  would  consider 
collecting  tins  and  galvanized  iron  etc.  for  disposal,  and  this  they 
consented  to  do.  During  the  year  the  price  offered  v/as  £3  per’  ton 
collected  or  .€4-  delivered,  and  in  the  short  x^eriod  to  the  end  of  the  year 
produced  a  gross  income  of  £20.  4-.  0* 

In  October,  the 'Council  considered  uy  recommendation  that  "totting", 
i.e.  the  sorting  and  disioosal  of  rags  .and  non-ferrous  metals  direct  by 
the  workmen,  should  be  stopped.  Instead,  the  men  wore  to  hand  over  to 
the  foreman  all  such  salvaged  material,  and  in  order  to  encourage  their 
so  doing,  a  good  "bonus"  should  be  paid.  This  was  agreed  at  50  per  cent 
of  nett  income  after,  deducting  the  cost  of  collection  etc.  The  effective 
income  to  'the  Council  will  not  be  seen  until  next  year,  but  the  gross 
income  for  the  current  year  v/as  £56.  7.  3.

'During  'the  ye'ar  l'957j  the  Council  continued  their  policy  of  mking 
grants  'in  appropriate  da'ses  for  the  modernization  and  improvenent  of 
properties  v/hich  are  not  up  to  present-day  standards. 

In  many  cases,  this  has  meant  that  properties  are  saved  from 
becoming  lanfit  for  human  'habitation,  and  consequently  many  less  Council 
houses  need  to  be  provided;  and  although  of  course  repair  v/ork  alone 
is  not.  grantable,  the  curing  of  the-  cause  of  inherent  defects. is. 

4  .  •  • 

The  work  of  checking  improvement  grant  applications  is  somev/hat 
involved  and  takes  up  a  great  deal  of  time,  as  the  original  application 
is  rarely  correct  in  every  detail,  and  the  applicant  has  to  be  communicated 
'vvith  more  than  once  to  put  it  in  order. 

We  require  'that  applications  for  grants  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  following: - 

1*  Plans  of ■ the  property  as  existing  and  as  proposed. 

2.  Competitive  tenders  from  at- least  three  contractors. 

3.  An  itemized  priced  specification  based  on  the  lowest  tender; 
including  x^rime  cost  items. 

The  property  is  inspected  in  all  cases,  either  on  receipt  of  the 
applicition,  or  in  many  cases  at  the  request  of  the  owner  before  such 
application  is  made,  in  order  to  see  that  all  conditions  can  be  complied 
with.  Every  item  on  the  specification  is  scrupulously  examined  and 
checked,  and  items  of  repair  and  overcharges  etc.  deducted  before  the 
application  is  submitted  to  the  Commiittee  for  consideration.' 

It  Will  be  appreciated,  therefore,  that  the 'vetting  of  these 
applications  to  ensure  that  they  are  genuine  takes  up  a  considerable 
amount  of  time.  .

This  is  a  section  of  the  Department's  work  in  which  mere  figijres 
do  not  reflect  the  v/hole  picture;  therefore  the  following  is  a  brief 
summa.ry  of  the  detailed  work  involved  in  dealing  with  some  80  -  100 
applications  each  month. 

Each  nev/  application  is  first  entered  in  the  Plans  Register  and 
given  a  nuunber;  the  register  gives  details  of  v/hat  happens  to  the 
application  right  up  to  its  completion  or  disapproval,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  plans  and  relative  documents  are  then  passed  to  the  office  in 
whose  district  the  site  is  situated,  who  examines  them  both  from  the 
Planning  and  Byelav/  angle,  making  notes  and  comments  on  a  special  form 
attached  thereto,  .  . 

The  whole  dossier  is  then  passed  to  me,  and  any  comments  thereon 
discussed  with  the  District  Inspector;  and  if  recessary  the  site  is 
inspected.  Any  contravention  of  byelaws  is  immediately  notified  to  the 
applicant,  in  order  to  give  him  the  opportunity  to  amend  the  application 
before  it  is  sribmitted  to  the  Plans  and  Planning  Committee.  This  is  the 
principal  reason  for  so  few  plains  being  recommended  for  disapproval 
under  the  Building  Byelav/s. 

Y/hen  building  actually  commences,  then  comes  the  fieldwork.  Builders 
are  required  to  notify  the  follovd.ng  stages  of  development:  foundations, 
damp  proof  courses,  drains  and  completions.  Specific  inspections  are 
made  for  these,  but  additional  inspections  at  intermediary  stages  are 
also  co.rried  out.  Details  of  the  number  of  inspections  made  are  shown 
above,  giving  a  total  of  2,192  visits  throughout  the  year,  i.e.  an 
average  of  42  per  week;  and  it  should  be  remembered  that  a  great  deal 
of  travelling  time  is  involved  also.
